Describe architectural features. Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terms of other buildings 
within the community. 

This late nineteenth century, 1 1/2-story, 2x2 bay, gable-end, side-entry 
dwelling is unusual in having nearly all its facing comprised of decorative 
shingles: octagonal on the facade, staggered butt on the side elevations and 
rear ell. Other detail includes an angled-prow bay with paneled aprons on the 
facade, end boards with caps, boxed, molded cornice with return, wide and 
molded frieze. The main entry consists of a wooden, 6-panel door set in plain 
trim surmounted by an Italianate hood with carved and incised brackets. 
Fenestration consists of 2/2, double-hung sash with small hoods. 
Louvered blinds are replacements. 

The rectangular, main block has been expanded to the rear with a 1-story, 
rectangular, flat-roofed, rear ell that reaches nearly full width across the 
rear (west) elevation and partially spans the south elevation. An attached, 
1-story, shingled, gable-roofed shed stands off center on the northwest corner 
of the rear ell. The tall, corbeled-cap chimney stands south of the ridge 
line on the main block. A free-standing, clapboard garage is located to the 
northwest of the dwelling.

Although assessors records date this house to 1872, title research by 

Fred Heller of the Eastham Historical Society completed in 1991 traces this 

property to Sylvester H. Lincoln who in 1885 purchased 1 3/4 acres from 

Heman Smith who lived nearby at 245 State Highway (see Form No. 2). For many 

years, Sylvester Lincoln acted as a surf man at the old Nauset Life 

Saving Station. The property was apparently jointly inherited by 

Frank B. Lincoln and Ada F. Gross (relationship undocumented, perhaps the son 

and daughter of Sylvester Lincoln) since the former deeded his half, undivided 

share to the latter in 1909 (Bk. 296, Pg. 338). 

Frank B. Lincoln served in the Coast Guard. He was promoted to Warrant 
Officer in 1915 and placed in command of the Coast Guard Station. In 1920, he 
was commissioned District Superintendent at Green Bay Wisconsin and later was 
appointed Superintendent of the Second District (Gloucester to Provincetown, 
Massachusetts). He retired after a forty-two year career with the rank of 
captain. According to local historian, Howard Quinn, Frank B. Lincoln spent 
his summers here, but wintered in warmer climes. Neither Frank Lincoln nor 
Ada F. Cross are listed in Eastham in the "l^ortiirectory.
